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THE BRITISH COLONIST. 
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European News summary. 

Oar Europotin files aro to tho loth 
July. Tho Governor of another British 
Colooy i8 (load, Sir Arthur Humboldt, 
of the Virgin Islands, who expired 12th 
June — two days after the ditto on which 
our own Governor Seymour oxpirod. 
London has boon startled by a very 
great crime. On ibu morning of tho 1st 
July, a letter was dolivored at a polioo* 
Btation staling that tho services of tho 
polico would be reqiiirod at ten o'clock 
thut morning at tho houso of a man 
named D.uggin, in Hosier lane, and that 
if they were not admitted 'hey wore to 
enter by forco. They did so, and lound 
eight dead bodies, those of Doggfn, his 
wife, and six children . The man was 
under notico to leave his employ men;, 
and is supposod to have poisoned him- 
self and his family with prussic acid. 
Dr Thorn has retained the Attorney 
General to proseeuto tho Ovorond- 
Guruoy Directors. Tho trial is set for 
November. Tho fetes in honor of tho 
presonoo in England of I be Viceroy of 
.Egypt have beon numoioue and grand. 
Her Miijosty was present at tho latest 
roviow at Aldorsbot, whoro tho Vice.- 
roy also appeared. Tho eldest bod of 
the Viceroy will be educated at Oxford. 
The first lesson imparted bbould be one 
impressing upon his mind the beauties of 
mouogomy. It is affirmed that tho Em- 
press Eogenio has accepted tho Viceroy's 
invitation to be present at the inaugu- 
ration of tho Isthmus of Suez Canal, 
and one of tho manufacturers of Lyons 
is making a magnificent silk tent, 
destined for Her Majesty's use, and 
which will cost the bagatelle of $30,000. 
Upon her return to Paris it will be cat 
in pieces and distributed among tho 
poor. Tho relations between Prussia 
and .Russia aro cooling. Jc would soem 
that tho ill-effeots or Prussian aggran- 
dizement have produced their own anti- 
dote, and Piussia has another sword 
poin'ed at her throat. The Pali Mall 
Gazette says that tho extraordinary 
rapidity with whiob iron»olad after iron 
clad has been built and launched in the 
Prussian Ports, and the scarcely disguis 
ed pretensions of the Prussian Govern- 
ment to tho fuprcmacy of the Baltic 
Sea, bav« created no little jealousy and 
anxiety in Pussia. Last year, at the 
suggestion cf Count Bismarck, the Prus- 
sian and Eussian fleets cruised and 
manoeuvred together during tho Hummer 
months; but a proposal to renew the 
same exercises this year has met at St. 
Petersburg with an unqualified refusal 
This incident has caused much s usution 
in Russian naval circles, the general Im- 
pression being that the Government is 
aware of the present superiority of the 
Prussian navy, and unwilling to let iis 
fleet sorve as a foil to that of its active 
and enterprising neighbor. Wo huv e to 
announce another secession in high life. 
Lady Murrav. eldest daughter of the i 
Duke and Duchess ot Montrose. h ns 
gone over to the Church of Rome | 
A whole town in Hungarj, with 
the exception of twelvo or sixteen 
families, on WHt-Monrluy last, publicly 
adjured tho Protestant faith. This 
town is Pap TamaB. Admiral of the 
Fleet, Sir William Bowles. K.C. B., died 
at bis residence, Berkeley square The 
deceased officer entered the navy very 
.shortly after Nelnon, whnso career- 
terminated nearly sixiy»five years 
ago. Sir Willinm was not fortunate 
enough to havo figured prominently 
in any great naval engagement, but 
Jt is generally ndmitted that he posa 
seB8ed groat administrative talents. 
The growing immorality of tho Turf 
continues to attract attention. Tho ruin 
of other noble houses, whoso represent 
taiive- have been dabbliug in the mire 
of the Derby and Oaks, is presaged. A 
man on a bycicle, in England, liaa gouo 
100 miles in 22 hours and got a hand- 
some turn ; while another man, whose 
bycicle ran a»ay with him, got a frao a 
tured head. L >rd Castlemaino, a re 
presentativo Irish Peer, has died, aged 
7G. Lady Clinton has died rather sud- 
don\y. In Irelund, for a great wonder, 
a bodj of Protestants and tho Consta- 
bulary have come into collision. Two 
men, wbt had nothing at all to do with 
the. fray, b.yond looking on, were killed. 
The Catholus aro not blamed lor this 
affair. Indit^ correspondence mentions 
the existenco of renewed dir trust ot tho 
intentions of r. UBti j ai but tho A nicer 
Shere Ali is believ^ to bo sincerely de- 
votod to a British ,ni aDCe< The Star 
thinks It is, perhaps, 10 exaggeration to 
say that the next bude^t, w iil proclaim 
tho remission of a rounagyo millions in 
tbe general taxation of >be country. 
Two fatal railway accidents . ru reported 
in tbo English papers. Wlu a now 
engino was on trial on the Breton and 
Merthyr Railway it ran oil' tht li rl0 . 
Mr. Kendall, locomotive superinteujont 
of the llymney Bail way, and the drwor 
of tho engine wore killed. A Ihii-l 
man Was so Horiously injured that ho is 
not oxpooted to live. In the other caso 
an excursion train, convoking Sunday 
school children, ran over and hilled four 
boys on the deviation line at Crewe, The 
Bank of England reduced its rates of 
discount on t'io 9tu July, from four and 
a balf per cent, at which it was fixod on 
the 6th Juno, to four per cent. At tho 
same time tho joint stock mid private 
Banks and discount establishments have 
made a correspond^ alteration in their 
terms for money on deposit und call. The 
Banks now allow only three per cent, on de- 
posit, wbilo tho rotes cf the discount estab- 
lishments nro three par cent, for money at 
oall, three and a quarter at seven days' notico 
and threo und a bud at fourteen days' notice. 



A shipload of nitro-glyoerine, from Liver- 
pool, arrived at Carnarvon bar, on Jaly 3d, 
and wua conveyed in boats to the pier. Next 
afternoon, five ourtloads left the pier— two for 
Aehtan Smith's Llonheris quarries, and 
three for Lord Penrbyn's Betbesda quarries. 
At 6o'eloek, while the former two were near 
(Jwymglo, a terrible explcssion occurred. 
The horses drawing tho carl, and three men, 
were blown to otoms, and fragments of tho 
oartwherh were thrown to a great distance. 
In the village, nearly a quarter of a milo 
away, groat injur y was done. Roofs were 
knocked down and windows broken in. At 
the spot where tbo carts were, two round 
hole*, Oft deep and 7ft in diameter, woro 
made in the ground. The railway station, 
40 yards off, was blown to pieces. Tbe 
whole vallny, to the fool of Snowden, suffer- 
ed n tremendous shock, and damage was 
dooo in every part of it. A very groat shook 
was lelt ut Carnarvon nod Bangor, and for 
inilea around. Portions of human remains 
wero found 40 yards from the spot where 
the oxplofiin occurred. Threo quarry men 
who were 300 yards oil were teveroly injured. 
The threo other carts were a milo opart and 
ware left for the night on the roadside. 
Tie Belgiun government has given Roche- 
fort tho option of lenvina the country or dis- 
continuing the publication of the Lanternc. 
On tbe Emperor leaving tbe camp of 
ChaloDs, after his recent visit, Marshal I3a - 
z line afsetnbled all tbe generals and officers, 
and communicated an order from tbe Minis- 
ter of War to the effect that all preparations 
wero to ba made tor a speedy Campaign, 
f'ho officers were to keep their fiald nni< 
forms on bond and settlo their lamily matters, 
As was to have been expected, our English 
exchnnfres come to us laden with tbe Irish 
Church Bill discussion in the House of Lords. 
Inuemuch, however, as that class of news 
bus been so largely anticipated by telegraph 
wo would scarcely be justified in devoting 
any considerable amount of Bpaee to it now. 
There is just one thing the public are con- 
cerned 1 1 know in this connection ; and that 
is the extant to which tbe Commons gave 
way before the Lords. On that point tbo 
enunciations of eloctriciiy have been singu< 
larly unsatisfactory . vVe feel that our rcuders 
would pref;r awaiting the regular course of 
mail to reading any remarks that must be 
merely speculative. It is mentioned as a 
noticeable feature of tbo Lords' debate that 
the Catholic Peers unanimously voted against 
tho grant to tboir own church ; and it was 
equally noticeable that not one ol tbo Bishops 
ol the Irish Church votad for concurrent en- 
oowment! Xot one ol them was found 
willing to vote for justice to tbe Catholics 
even in the form in which tbey think it least 
invidious — that ol giving glebos. On tho 
8th July words wore spoken in the Housj ol 
Commoos which interosUeverybody. Sir A. 
Bulwer had upon the notice-paper for the 
following duy a motion calling attention to 
the recent negotiations on the Alabama 
claims, ami asking for papers referring there- 
to. Mr. Gladstone asked, in the most court* 
eous way, that tho motion should bo po=t- 
poned. He said it was known to Her Ma- 
jesty's Ministers that the Government ol tho 
United States thought delay dosirable, anu 
ha thought it right to concur in thut sentis 
merit. Jt was the do'y of Her Majesty'd 
Ministers, as it was their anxious desire, to 
be solicitous that nothing should occur to 
impede the resumption of the negotia tioos 
between the two governments with favorable 
prospeo's at the proper time. Sir H. Bul- 
wer very reluctantly acceded to the request, 
He thought it unwise tJ leave the relations 
between the two countries in their present 
condition, and allow the iinpreaiion to deepen 
and to harden on either side of the Atlantic 
thut irroconcilablo differences esse between 
t*vo countries which ought not to quarrol, or, 
I it thoy quarrel, ought to know how to make 
! it up. The Grunvillo Murray scandal occu- 
pied a good deal of attention. Murray was 
formerly Uousul-Oeneral for the Russian 
ports in tho Illicit. S a and tho s«a of Azof, 
in 18G8 he was dismissed by Lord Stanley, 
An uppeal to Lord Clarendon resulted in u 
confirmation ol his dismissal. One week uftor- 
wurds a publication called tho Queen'i Messen- 
ger sande us appearance, ind io it* columns 
die administration ol thn Foreign Otfiou was 
criticised without stint. In its issue uf the 17tb 
Ju' e appears a luncy portrait entitled," Bob 
t.'oachingtoo, Lord Jarvey, " referring with- 
out question to the present Lord CaringtOD. 
and not only libelling htm bnt the memory ol 
u:s father, und ubu.-ing the Curington lumily 
to toeir rtniotost ancestry. Granville Mur- 
ray's soo, who lived with his lather, was pub- 
lisher and proprietor of the Mestenytr, and 
iu the lull bt lief that Murray was the 
author of tbe offensive article, Lord Caring- 
ton assaulted him on tho steps ol the Con 
servative Club. Lord Curington was brought 
up and placed under bonds tu keep the peace. 
In t k e course of the trial, although Murray 
positively sworo that ho was neither direct lv 
nur indirectly concerned with the Queen's 
Messenger, yet in the course ot a rigid eross- 
examioatioo enough was elicited to convince 
moBt porsous that be was much concerned in 
it. I'upeis wore produced from the printing 
office alleged to bo in Murray's handwriting, 
hut that individual said that owing to an in- 
jury to the forefinger of bis right hand he 
wrote such a vanity of bauds he could not 
possibly identity thorn himeelt. It wna 
charged, moreover, that these papers had 
been stolen from ttio publishing office. Im- 
mediately on the conclusion of tho cuse some 
persons presumed to bo friends of Murray 
made a rush to seizo the papers, Lord Car- 
ington's friends rushing to defend thorn, 
and ' for a quartet of an hour thero was a free 
fight with fists und sticks,' and tbe ' row ap- 
proaching alarmingly near the seat of Jus- 
tice, ' Mr U'Kyncourt lelt the oourt. Col. 
Campbell, one of the combatants, apologized 
to the court on the following day, und there 
tho mutter ended.

If this be correct, the colonists 
will have to protest or submit quietly to be- 
ing ut;ain fleeced. Mr. Musgravo will be ac- 
companied to ibis Colooy by bis brother, and 
probably by a son lately at school in England, 
Mr Waddinglon, we hear, called at the Col- 
onial Office to represeut ihe necessity ol econ- 
omy in tho maniigement of the ulfnird of 
Biitish Columbia, but met with no satisfac doo 
Apropos of he new Governor, Sir John A 
McDonald, writing to Councillor John Gor- 
don McKuy, of this city, under data ol July 
17th, says : — " You seo we havo tnudo grout 
progress in the work of Confederation. The 
Great Northwest will bo united to Canada in 
about a couple of months, and Newfound- 
land will probably bo in by the 1st Febru- 
ary. We only wait for you to join up. I 
must congratulate you on the selection of Mr 
Musgrave as your new Governor. lie is a 
most estimable man, and in every woy relia- 
ble. I attribute tho change of opinion in 
favor of Confederation iu Newloundland prin- 
cipally to bis exertions and uianagomerit. 1 
have the pleaEure of knowing him, nod cun 
assure you that you will havo every satisfac- 
tion in him." 



Disgraceful Scene at a Levke.— It is 
alreody known that a very diagracolul scene 
took place upon the occasion of the recent 
visit of Sir John Young. Govornor-Generol 
of the Dominion, to Quobeo. Tho corres- 
pondents of New York papers have, as might 
be expected, made the moBt out of tho aOair. 
The difficulty appears to have becD caused 
by thecondnct of the representatives of the 
Jenn Baplisto Society, who ins ; stad upon 
taking precedence of all others, and who ap- 
pear to have otherwise dspnrt=d tbemnlves 
in a most unbeooming manner. While tbe 
representatives of tho various Nutional Socie- 
ties and Religious and public bodies were 
waiting for admission to present their ed- 
dresies, those representing the Si. Jean Bap- 
tisle Sooioty, aided and abetted by some 200 
roughs acting in their interest, threw every- 
thing into utter confusion, and conducted 
themselves in a most sbamelul manner. It iB 
stated that in tbe midst of tho brawl B hout« 
of annexution were raised by Ihe sainily 
abble! During this disgraceful scone His 
Excellency's uitl-de-osmp appeared at tho 
door of the chamber, io reply to a mossage 
from tho Board of Trade, to the effaot that 
they were unable to pass in. Several ^effec- 
tual attempts having been made to restore 
order and olear tho passage, it whb Qoally 
announced ibat His Excellency would not 
that day receive any addressc Irom national 
societies. However much of exaggeration 
may havo been imparled to this affair in pas- 
sing through New York channels, there is 
reason to think that Quebec city is indis 

grace. 

A Singular Coincidence. — Tbe Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Offico of tbe 
United States recently addrefsod a letter lo 
the Dominion Crown Lands Commissioner, 
enclosing a mop of all British North America, 
and requesting that officer to deliniate on 
tbe map the exact outline of tho Dominion 
sf Canada, and tho several constituent pro- 
vinces. He alao requeued the Commissioner 
to furnish information concerning- tho purr- 
pose of the British Government lo extinguish 
the interest ol tho Hudson Bay Company oo 
this continent, and whether it is the inten- 
tion of lbs Britith Government to attach 
tbnt region of country to tho Dominion of 
Cunada ; and, if not, under what separate 
organization it will be established, and what 
will be the seat of Legislaiive, Executive and 
Judicial Power if it should not be annexed. 
A singular ooincidenoe connected with the 
above is, that the officer craved with the 
survey and management of tho Crown Land? 
in the Hudson Bay Territory called about 
tte same timo upon tho U. S. Commissioner, 
for reports caloulated to givo him complete 
information as to tho ayi-f^m afaciing the 
original surveys of townships in the vVest- 
ern and Northwestern States. It id thought 
that tbo American system of surveys will bo 
tho host for use in that country.

One of ihe fires had 
traversed twenty-live >- ( [nare iniles of coun- 
try, destroying in its course thousands ol 
acres of growing canes; und others had 
taken placo on cocoa plantations, with 
similar sad results. In St, i.uola tbo streams 
have diminished to such an extent that the 
mills tire all at a standstill for want of wut-jr 
lo work thorn. Ir. Guaduloupi public and 
private cisterns are a'i'to dried uj, and not a 
drop of fresh water is to be oht\jned In 
tho towns tho inhabitants are to bj seen at 
tho corners of the dillerent streets pimping 
and drinking braokish water ; while ti q dis- 
tress of domestic animals and cittlo is D osi- 
tively painlul to witnoss.
